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Claims 1-4, 6, 7 and 11-19 are presented for examination. 

Applicants' amendment and response filed December 7, 2007 have been 
received and entered. 

Accordingly, the rejections made under 35 USC 112, first paragraph 
(Enablement), 35 USC 112, second paragraph; and 35 USC 103(a) over EP 1238651 
A1 in view of Windholz et al., THE MERCK INDEX, 10 th Edition, pp. 1247-1248, abstract 
no. 8567 (1983) as set forth in the previous Office action dated March 1 , 2007 at pages 
2-7 are hereby withdrawn because of applicants' amendment the claims. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 12-14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. 

This is a written description rejection. 
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A lack of adequate written description issue arises if the knowledge and level of 
skill in the art would not permit one skilled in the art to immediately envisage the product 
claimed from the disclosed process. See, e.g., Fujikawa v. Wattanasin, 93 F.3d 1559, 
1571, 39 USPQ2d 1895, 1905 (Fed. Cir. 1996) (a "laundry list" disclosure of every 
possible moiety does not constitute a written description of every species in a genus 
because it would not "reasonably lead" those skilled in the art to any particular species); 
In re Ruschig, 379 F.2d 990, 995, 154 USPQ 118, 123 (CCPA 1967). 

An applicant may also show that an invention is complete by disclosure of 
sufficiently detailed, relevant identifying characteristics which provide evidence that 
applicant was in possession of the claimed invention, i.e., complete or partial structure, 
other physical and/or chemical properties, functional characteristics when coupled with 
a known or disclosed correlation between function and structure, or some combination 
of such characteristics. 

In particular, the specification as original filed fails to provide sufficient written bases of 
any of the agents demonstrating wherein possession of use of the broad term: a 1,2- 
diol. The mere fact that Applicant may have discovered one type of 1 ,2-diol is 
combined with the other components of the instant antimicrobial composition is not 
sufficient to claim the entire genus. 

The written description requirement for a claimed genus may be satisfied through 
sufficient description of a representative number of species by actual reduction to 
practice, reduction to drawings, or by disclosure of relevant, identifying characteristics, 
i.e., structure or other physical and/or chemical properties, by functional characteristics 
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coupled with a known or disclosed correlation between function and structure, or by a 
combination of such identifying characteristics, sufficient to show the applicant was in 
possession of the claimed genus. See Eli Lilly, 119 F.3d at 1568, 43 USPQ2d at 1406. 

A "representative number of species" means that the species which are 
adequately described are representative of the entire genus. Thus, when there is 
substantial variation within the genus, one must describe a sufficient variety of species 
to reflect the variation within the genus. The disclosure of only one species 
encompassed within a genus adequately describes a claim directed to that genus only if 
the disclosure "indicates that the patentee has invented species sufficient to constitute 
the gen[us]." 

Claim 1 is not allowed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 
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This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1, 3, 7, 11, 15 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over JP 11322591 A, hereby known as Kobayashi et al. 

Kobayashi et al. teach an antimicrobial composition comprising: a) a C4-C10 
1 ,2-alkanediol (same as 1 ,2-diol) in combination with b) benzoic acid and 
phenoxyethanol (see the abstract). 

The instant invention differs from the cited reference in that the cited reference 
does not teach the specific amounts of each individual component of the said 
antimicrobial composition. However, to determine specific amounts of each individual 
component in the instant antimicrobial composition having optimum effectiveness 
together is well within the level of one having ordinary skill in the art, and the skilled 
artisan would have been motivated to determine optimum amounts of each component 
to get the maximum effectiveness in the absence of evidence to the contrary. 

Claims 1, 3, 7, 11, 15 and 18 are not allowed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue.

Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 11 and 15-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over JP 20032861 53 A, hereby known as Takahashi et al. 
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Takahashi et al. teach a composition comprising: a) sorbic acid or benzoic acid; 
b) phenoxyethanol; and c) diols (See the abstract). Note the diols are 1 ,2-pentanediol 
and 1,2-hexanediol. 

The instant invention differs from the cited reference in that the cited reference 
does not teach the specific amounts of each individual component of the said 
antimicrobial composition. However, to determine specific amounts of each individual 
component in the instant antimicrobial composition having optimum effectiveness 
together is well within the level of one having ordinary skill in the art, and the skilled 
artisan would have been motivated to determine optimum amounts of each component 
to get the maximum effectiveness in the absence of evidence to the contrary. 

Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 1 1 and 15-19 are not allowed.
